Paul P. Rhode, D. D., bishop of the 
Green Bay diocese, .Mayor John V. 
Diener and Sidney Bedore, sculptor, 
who conceived and executed the sta- 
tue, will be speakers. 


All school children of the city will 


be excused from classes and invi- 
tations were sent to schools of sur- 
rounding cities to- send delegations 
to the ceremonies. Delegates to the 
Wisconsin -County Boards associa- 
tion convention In session here will 
attend. 


Mrs. Rachel Grignon Twells and

Toledo, Ohio—MFO—A large section 


of northwestern Ohio and a part of 
eastern Indiana was shaken early 
today by a mysterious shock gen- 
erally believed to have been caused 
by the crash into the earth of an un- 
usually large meteor. 


The center of the shock was found 


near Malinta, Ohio, 45 miles south- 
west of here. At the edge of a road 
just outside Malinta a large hole 
had been torn in the ground and for 
300 feet around 
telephone 
poles 


were broken, wires were down and 
trees knocked over. A field of oats 
was crushed to the ground. 


Thousands of persons were awak- 


ened by the shock. Windows were 
broken 
in 
houses several miles 


.away. A check-up failed to show 
that anyone, was Injured. 


There was a possibility that the 


shock was caused by an explosion 
of nitrogb'cerine, instead of by 
a 


fall of a meteor, but experts on ex- 
plosives said the nitroglycerine the- 
ory was not likely. 


The hole in the ground was about 


10 feet wide and five 
feet 
deep. 


Farmers dug in It and failed to find 
a meteor, such a body might have 
changed Its course and buried Itself 
in the ground several feet to one 
side of the hole. 


Belief that a meteor caused the 


shock was based on the tremendous 
force required to shake such a wide- 
section of the country, and on the 


absence of any other satisfactory ex- 
planation. 


No one was found who knew of 


any nitroglycerine, being hauled in 
that vicinity and 
experts 
said a 


quantity o£ this explosive sufficient 
to have shaken so wide a territory 
would have made a 
hole in the 


ground "as large as a house." 


Backcock, 600 feet from the center 


of the shock was undamaged except 
for broken windows. The shocks were 
of such great intensity they were

Often 
Fragments 
Aren't 


Even Hot When TheylHit 


Ground, Expert Says

Cambridge, Mass. —<A>)— When a 


meteorite falls to earth, contrary to 
recent stories and widespread belief, 
there, is little danger of fire. Often 
the fragments of the ball of 
rfire, 


that may have startled the residents 
of several states, are not even, hot 
when they strike the ground. 


.Meteorites occasionally have done 


a little: damage beside scaring people 
and digging holes in pastures or 
grain-fields. When two iron masses 
fell in Braunau, Bohemia, July 14, 
1847, -the. smaller,.went through a 
roof and the room below it in which 
small children were asleep. Several 
similar cases are well established. 


But in these well established cases 


no fire has resulted—the meteorites 
have- been hardly too hot.to handle, 
or tHey were;cool enough yfithin a 
short time. And that-"has "generally 
been so when fresh fallen meteorites 
have been dug up. 


A small.stone that fell at: Colby, 


Wis., July 14, 1917, was said byf the 
excavator" to. have, been so cold that 
frost immediately formed on its sur- 
face. 
An 'iron mass that fell at 


Mazapil, Zacatecas, Nov. 27, 1885, 
about 9 o'clock in the - evening, was 
hot, but not so hot as to prevent 
getting it out presently, from the 
foot deep hole in which it lay'.' At 
first view, however, Enlogio Mijares, 
:he ranchman,.thought there.was a 
ball"'of fire in the..hole, .and the larg- 
er Braunau iron was scorching hot 
at -first, 


Tales Not Believable 


In spite of tales there is no con- 


vincing evidence" that 
any small 


meteorite ever set a fire where it 
felli.'As to: meteorites burning. for 
two-"ho"urs,' with flames 40 feet high, 
such tales'- are quite incredible. 


All' meteorites which have been 


examined by experts—more than 500 
actually have been seen to fall— 
have proved to be either of stone, 
or. of iron, or 
of- stone" and' iron 


mixed, and incombustible. Even the 
hot blasts shooting away from the 
giant "meteorites 
of the 
"Siberian 
fall on the Stony,Tunguska..river, 
June 30, 1903," which blew down the 
forest trees radially in wind-rows 
lor -miles around, do not seem, to 
have,i.et serious fires in the-debris; 
for., even now, 23 years after, the 
wind-rows of dead-and-down trees 
are 'still there,- as-'photographed by 
Professor Eulik--and his fellow ex- 
plorers. 


This is not saying- that the surface 


of the stone- or iron which flies 
along at the core of a fireball is not 
hot. On the contrary, the tempera- 
ture: is so high that the . exterior 
Substance melts, boils and is swept 
away- in" the furious blast .heating 
the .front side.: Such temperatures 
must be far above 3,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. '. But, also,

Resistance Causes Heat 


The heat produced,during flight Is 


due wholly to the slowing down of 
the speed; when the resistance of 
the air has brought the .speed down 
to th£.t of an ordinarily falling body, 
the production of the melting tem- 
perature has ceased, and the object 
falls on, dark and cooling. 


Iron Is a fairly good conductor of 


heat, so that the interior of an iron' 
meteorite gets hotter than that of a 
stone; but even here the penetration 
of high temperature is not great, for 
the internal crystallization of nickel- 
iron alloy is damaged, only for the 
fraction of an inch inward. It is a. 
fact, too; that the effect of the air 
flow during the last few miles 'of 
fall is cooling, not heating. 


So "there is little theoreticaly rea- 


son to expect' to find any meteorite 
very hot. Plenty of cases are known 
in which grasses, - leaves, etc., have 
been pushed into, the .ground by fall- 
ing meteorites and'have been found 
beneat . them, still unscorched.

aggeration is not hurt- by the fact 
that meteorites are valuable , curi- 
osities.

High Speed Production of 


Marital Separations 


Increased

Reno, N«v.—Henry Ford introduc- 


ed high-speed production to the In- 
dustrial world, and now Reno's twin 
mills of divorce have done the same 
for the-judicial world. 


They had to, because the big In- 


crease In the divorce industry that 
has followed Nevada's six 
weeks' 


residence law has made speed, effi- 
ciency and mass production neces 
sary. 


In just 10 minutes by the Washoe 


county -courthouse clock, a wife—or 
husband—may have marriage bonds 
untied in a thoroughly legal manner 
and emerge to the street free of all 
r-.atrlmonlal alliances. The action, is 
repeated many times each Monday, 
which is divorce day in the county's 
two district courts. . 


Half an hour before convening 


time, each of the two courtrooms is 
filled. There are three rows of seats 
—capacity for about 60 spectators— 
in each courtroom. Inside the rail, 
there are 'about a 'dozen'seats for 
counsel, plaintiffs and witnesses. 


The hum of conversation reveals 


part of the crowd "to be future di- 
vorce seekers seeing what has to be 
done, part of the same category 
"shopping around" for attorneys. 
Reno men and/women drop in, -too, 
for 
a 
little 
entertainment. And 


there's the usual thrill-seeker -one 
finds in 'every courthouse through- 
out the land. 


The judge's entry starts things 


rolling. The first case on the cal- 
endar for the day Is called by the 
clerk, who • simultaneously 
passes 


:he judge a folder containing all 
:he papers of the case. 


Sworn Quickly

The plaintiff and her witness are 


called by her . attorney. 
Both of 


these are sworn' in together, to save 
a little time. .The witness—usually 
a landlord ,or laaiady—testifies that 
that the plaintiff has been a resident 
of Reno, Washoe county, Nevada, 
for a certain length of time; always 
more than" six -weeks. 


The complainant then.; is asked if 


Reno is his" or her residence, how

of happiness In the married life of 
1,000 cultered American women, bas- 
ed on. data obtained from personal 
physicians, was presented at 
the 


American Medical association meet- 
Ing today. 


It showed that girlhood experi- 


ences, taboos and training 
often 
thwart or destroy capacity for mar- 
ital happiness: and that about half 
of the 770 "typical wives" in this 
group are unhappily mated. The re- 
port was made by Dr. Robert L. 
Dickinson, il. D., of Kew York city. 


"These 1,000,"' he said, "were what 


may be called the cultural American 
type. They were urban, of good fam- 
ily background and education. Mar- 
ried to professional men of moder- 
ate income, each with one or two 
children, they were considered so- 
cially normal in the ordinary rela- 
tionships of work and life. 


"They had an average of 161 chil- 


dren per 100 women. The typical 
woman had Her first child at the age 
of about 26 and wanted more. When 
the widows, the divorced and the re- 
cently wed were excluded, 770 re- 
mained as typical wives." 


Answer to questions about happi- 


ness were distributed about 
fifty- 


fifty. Three hundred and sixty five 
made no complaints; 30 sometimes 
answered yes and sometimes no; 37o 
said definitely that they were dis- 
satisfied. 


As causes of 
unhappiness 
Dr. 


Dickinson found that 
complaints 


about relatives, money, work, man- 
agement of children and the home 
were usually secondary. Among the

tions that included the arts, religion,

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CONTROL OF NARCOTICS 


Representatives of-.fifty-two nations 


are assembled at Geneva for.-, a con- 
ference sponsored by the League of 
Nations on limitation of the manufac- 
ture and distribution of narcotics. It 
is an earnest attempt to limit the 
•world's production to an amount re- 
quired for the legitimate use of science 
and medicine. 


The United States, one of the worst 


sufferers from the smuggling of manu- 
factured narcotics, has a vital interest 
in the proceedings, and is represented' 
by John K. Caldwell, director of the 
Far Eastern division; of the! Depart- 
ment of State, assisted by an ample 
corps of experts.

In all there are ten countries engaged 


in the manufacture:of narcotics for the 
legitimate trade. Figures submitted to 
the conference show that for scientific 
and medicinal use the world needs on- 
ly thirty-two tons of morphine' annu- 
ally, yet in 1929 fifty-nine tons were 
produced.

The necessity of -limiting drug man- 


ufacture to legitimate uses is agreed 
by all, and has repeatedly been en- 
dorsed by every government.

ly bridged by the present conference. 


The problems of drafting a drug lim-'

Punishment 
Should Make 
Child Happy 


BY ANGBIX) PATRI 


No child grows up without giving 


himself and other people a bit of 
trouble. With each stage of growth 
comes some unpleasant demonstra- 
tion or other. Some of them last a 
day and are gone forever. Some last 
a long time and demand 
careful 


training. But whether they stay a 
long1 time or a short time, 
they 


trouble us. "What shall I do?" Asks 
the worried mother. "Tell me what 
I shall do when he does this." 


I wish I could. I wish I could be 


as wise as that. But I have to say 
that during the many years I have 
worked with children I have never 
found a ready remedy for their trovr. 
bles. Each child has a different dif- 
ficulty and each of them has to be 
treated according to his needs. That 
is what makes teaching an art in- 
stead of a trade. 


Sometimes there is nothing to be 


done. A little boy takes up a stone 
and throws it through a neighbor's 
window. He has never done anything 
like that before. He says he did it tQ 
see what would happen. If things 
happened as they usually do in such 
emergencies he found out. That is all 
that is necessary. Normal children 
profit by experiences. The 
irate 


neighbor, the distressed parent, the 
disapproval and the justice 
meted 


out with more or less wisdom, are 
about all he needs to inform him 
about breaking- windows. Usually the 
first such deliberate act is the last. 
Accidents happen but they come 
in another class. 


A child has 
temper 
tantrums. 


What'shall be done? That depends 
upon why he has the tantrum. It 
must be treated according to its 
origin. If it is caused by faulty elim- 
ination we give him medical treat- 
ment and look to his diet and daily 
routine. If it as caused by some oth 
er physical cause we treat that. If it 
is a demonstration of fatigue we 
adjust his daily program so as to 
prevent his becoming overtired and 
having the tantrum. There is no 
such thing as a ready to use rem- 
edy for childish behavior. 


It is useless to say, when he does 


this what shall I do? The answer 
must be: Study the child and search 
for the cause of the trouble. If you 
cannot find it ask for expert help. 


It is a mistake to tell a child: If 


you do this you shall get such and

Study the child and learn his 


needs. Then help him and leave all 
thought of punishment out of the 
matter.

The new building, which will cost 


In the neighborhood of $3,000,000, will 
occupy approximately 58,000 square 
feet of ground bounded by Massachu- 
setts Avenue, Norway, Falmouth and 
Clearway Streets, Back Bay. Opera- 


tions are to be hastened in accord 
with the public and private building 
program which Mayor James M. 
Curley of Boston has been urging in 
conjunction with President Hoover's 
recommendations for relief of unem- 
ployment. 
The structure will have a varying 
height. The Massachusetts Avenue 
end of the building, which will be 
used for offices, will be nine stories IB 
height, while that part which is oppo- 
site The Mother Church edifice will 
be three and four stones in height 
and in scale with this edifice. 


The publishing building will be re- 
lated in architectural style to The 
Mother Church, and its design has 
been influenced by the fact that in 
the future it probably will become 
one of a group of buildings which will 
surround and form a fitting architec- 
tural settinz for the Church. It will, 


be an all-stone building of the Italiar 
Renaissance type, the lower story tc 
be of granite and the upper storie; 
of limestone. 


Special attention will be given tc 
the installation of modern heating 
and ventilating devices. The centra! 
plant will be boused in * building 
adapted to it, with an ornamental 
tower inclosing the stack, the towei 
to be of brick and stone conforming 
with the beauty and symmetry or the 
main building. 


The building now occupied by The 
Christian Science Publishing Society, 
completed In 1908, will be used lor the 
administration offices of The Mother 
Church. 


The architect is Chester Lindsay 
Churchill, and with him Is associated 
Loclcwood-Greene Engineers, Inc., of 
Boston, which wil£ feave charge of 
the plant layout.

have risen in impoitance, and may- 
bo also in number, by the lime it is 
over.

The I. B. A. report 
characterizes 


the real estate bond 
situation as 


"one of the blackest spots in our 
present financial outlook." It rec- 
ognizes the fact that with $10,000,- 
000,000 of real estate bonds outstand- 
ing, of which only 40 per cent are 
classified as good and likely to work 
out of the present market and real 
estate conditions without loss, it is 
imperative 
that some constructive 


policies be Adopted to minimize the 
destruction 
of real 
estate 
bond 


values that has been going on for 
nearly a year. 


The outstanding amount 
of real 


estate bonds approximates the par 
value of railroad bonds listed on the 
New York stock exchange. This com- 
parison gives an idea of the propor- 
tions of an industry which 
distrib- 


uted the issues of various mortgage 
companies between the years 1920 
and 1929.

Probably 60 to 75 per cent of all of 


the real estate bonds placed with in- 
vestors in this country were created 


_ in the period of the highest costs of 
" building material and of building la- 
bor on record. The I. B. A. report es- 
. timates that over half of the total 


outstanding bonds w:ll 
eventually 


show losses ranging from 10 to 60 
per cent. 


Only a small percentage 
of the 


loans represented in the total dollar 
amount have a public market. Real 
estate bonds that are dealt in "over 
the counter," or in the New York 
real estate exchange, have been go- 
ing down sharply 
and steadily for 


months. Transactions In them have 
been in small units. They have act- 
ed very much like South American 
and Central American issues in that, 
frequently, declines of 10 points or 
more have occurred on the offering 
of from 1 to 5 bonds.

Suggestions Differed 


Some pertinent suggestions 
are 


made by the I. B. A. committee on 
real estate bonds. One deals with a 
condition common in all markets for 
new securities, namely, 
unwilling- 


ness of underwriters to protect their 
own issues. This has been conspicu- 
ous in foreign bonds and in various 
industrial securities 
distributed to 


the public in the last three years. On 
this subject, and applying it specifi- 
cally to real estate securities, the I. 
B. A. committee sajs: 


"When possible some price should 


be maintained by the 
underwriting 


house for these bonds. We do not 
believe that the investment house 
need absorb the loss on real estate 
bonds or mortgages. We do believe 
that investment houses which expect 
to stay in business should help to 
preserve the integrity of their real 
estate bond issues as far as pos- 
sible." 


Frequent complaint has been made 


by those who have purchased real 
estate bonds brought out by real es- 
tate mortgage companies and 
also 


sponsored by Wall Street firms, that 
they have not been able to obtain 
any sort of bid for them. It is well 
known that large blocks of real es- 
tate bonds are still in the hands of 
the originating houses. 
They are a 


part of so-called "frozen" bank loans. 


Real "Action Needed 


They have had 
their effect in 


weakening the credit of the issuing 
houses. The I. B. A. report 
empha- 


sizes the need of some sort of action 
that will relieve the bond holder and 
give a degree of liquidity or market- 
ability to issues that are intrinsically 
sound but for which there is at pres- 
ent no 
outlet 
for those holding 
them. 


It is obvious that, until the mar- 


ket situation surrounding real es- 
tate mortgage bonds 
has been im- 


proved and values have begun to ap- 
preciate, there will be no activity in 
the way of financing new real estate 
operations. Because of the deprecia- 
tion in many real estate 
mortgage 


bonds and the numerous 
receiver- 


ships for mortgage companies, 
the 


demand for the issues of the strong 
real estate mortgage 
guaranteeing 


companies today exceeds the supply. 


The I. B. A. leport points out that 


m spite of the nationwide slump in 
real estate values the eventual loss- 
es on the type of real estate loans 
held by insurance companies 
and 


conservative mortgage guaranteeing 
companies will be negligible. 
When 


they were 
making loans on valua- 


tions o£ from 50 to 60 per cent, the 
smart boys in the real estate game 
•were loaning up to SO and 90 per 
cent and sometimes 
100 per cent, 


which means that 
with the subse- 


quent property shrinkage some of 
the present loans stand at 
150 per 


cent above appraised values.
